BTW, I just tested some 0402 cased chip caps 
at 10 GHz and they had pretty low loss. 


I've found that the case size of chip caps has less to do with their 
performance at microwave frequencies than their composition. This means 
that you need to identify the manufacturer (and in some cases, the series) 
to make sure the parts will work at the frequencies you need them to. I've 
found Johansson to be pretty good Q (but I haven't tried them all the way 
to 10 GHz). One other thing to watch out for -- many high Q microwave chip 
caps are made for ceramic hybrid modules, and have silver or palladium 
terminations (contact areas). Standard caps have tin/nickel terminations, 
which solder very well to glass or teflon boards with copper traces. The 
silver ones will not form a reliable joint with normal tin/lead solder and 
44 flux. 


Regarding the fuse qrp enclosure: At 10 GHz, that must be like building an 
HF rig in a dance hall! I wonder how the radios that wildlife biologists 


use to track animals are packaged? Some of them must be pretty small.

Other changes I should have shown. 


Capacitor C9 was changed to 270pF for a better response 
and 
R11 was removed but was still shown in the list of components.

I received the attached e-mail from Bob, AG8T a fellow worker here at 
Sun. Not having any experience with these touch-sensitive lamps, I was wondering 
if any of the qrp-l group had any insight into his problem.

Are you familiar with the home lamps that you can turn on/off or 
change the brightness by simply touching the lamp with your finger? My guess 
is that they have an oscillator that changes frequency when you bring your 
hand close to the lamp. Do you know the frequency of oscillation? 


The reason why I'm asking is that I have a terrible QRM problem from 

LF through HF on my Drake transceiver in my apartment. I've never seen 

this kind of QRM before moving into my apartment. It's a really strange 
noise. There seems to be two fundamental frequencies with bandwidth from 
190-192 kHz and 195-197 kHz or so, simultaneously. At every integer multiple 
of these frequencies I pick up the noise. Using the Drake in the AM mode, 

I scoped the audio and found that at the edges of these spectrums, i.e., 

192, 192, 195, and 197 kHz, the waveform has sharp, clean spikes that 

repeat at a 60 Hz rate. As I tune closer to the center of these band limits, 
I see another spike in between the 60 Hz spikes, thus the effective 

rate is 120 Hz. As I tune across the RF signal from 190 kHz to 192 kHz, 
first the "new" spike is in phase with the "old" spike, then, at about 

191 kHz, the "new" spike is centered between the "old" spikes, and finally, 
at about 192 kHz, the "old" and "new" spikes are in phase again. 


The harmonics of these two noises are VERY strong and have bandwidths 
proportional to the integer harmonic numbers. Thus, when I get up to 
the 20 meter ham band, the noises have bandwidths of over 100 kHz. When

I go to the 15 meter ham band, the noises seem to spread across the whole 
band with no gaps. 


This audio waveform on the scope is clearly different from the conventional 
power line sparking noise, which repeats at 120 Hz from the two high-voltage 
peaks in the AC signal per cycle. 


Because of the 60 Hz component to the audio signal, I am guessing that some 
appliance with a half-wave rectifier in its power supply is causing the noise. 
Perhaps the appliance has an oscillator at about 190 kHz. I'm now guessing 
a touch-control lamp, a wireless intercom, or some type of video equipment. 


The audio of the noise sounds a bit like the strong 60 Hz buzz that I hear 
when I tune in a TV video signal on my VHF scanner in the AM mode. 


The signal is being carried into my room from the electric wiring rather 
than from direct radiation, as far as I can tell. 


Have you heard from your ham friends whether the power company is responsive 
to RFI complaints? Do you have a contact at the power company who handles 
RFI problems?

Hi Gang, 


I am in need of some help here. Given a network circuit, how do I work 
backwards in order to find the transformations that are going on? The 
network in question is a double-pi 5-element low pass filter as shown 
below: -

The 2 inductors are wound on -2 (red) material for which I have estimated 
the Al of about 50 or 51. Using this estimate (someone correct me) I have 
worked out the values of 0.4uH and ©.6uH respectively for the 9 and 11 turn 
toroids. I think the 0.1uF input capacitor can be ignored for practical 
purposes of network analysis. So given the operating frequency of about 14 
MHz, we end up with the following: - 


XL (@.4uH) = 35.2 ohms XL=2*pix*x fel 

XL (@.6uH) = 52.8 ohms f = 14 MHz 

Xc (330pF) = 34.5 ohms Xc =1/ (2 * pix fx*C ) 
Xc (390pF) = 29.1 ohms 

Xc (150pF) = 75.8 ohms 


Output termination is 50 ohms (antenna) 


As you can see, this is assymetrical, unlike the more usual half-wave 
filters. I am not too sure how to treat the double-pi configurations. Do I 
regard it as 2 separate pi-filters? Should I perform network analysis on the 
whole thing? (I am very rusty in this area, need to dig up my old University 
texts). 


If I were to take it as 2 separate pi-filters, can I arbitrarily split 
up the centre pole capacitor (390pF) into any 2 convenient values? Will this 
affect the transformations (I should think not)? Or is it not as arbitrary 
as I think. 


Can someone help me go over this thing and find out what the input 
impedance is for the network given above. Preferably with the maths thrown 
in too so that I can do this myself next time. I don't mind a rule of the 


thumb approach but would really prefer a more thorough mathematical 
treatment. TIA.

It is as simple as introducing a small negative voltage into the center 
pin of the ALC jack on the rear panel..... I'm using a 1.5V AA battery 
and a 10k pot. Ground the battery positive terminal, connect the 
negative terminal to one end of the pot and connect the wiper (through a 
shielded cable) to the ALC input. This way it DOES NOT MATTER WHAT THE 
FRONT PANEL SETTINGS OR THE POWER LEVEL SETTINGS ARE ON THE ON-CHASSIS 
TRIM POTS! I found most of my operating settings occurring neat 1.2-1.3 
volts. And believe it or not, using the ALC input method of power 
control, you can get right down to milliwatt levels! 


I put my 'powerslider' in a blue RS plastic box, with an RCA jack for 
output and control the power setting by using a tuning knob. BEWARE: 
unless you install a switch across the battery, the battery will go dead 
by draining thru the pot. (The + side of the battery can connect to the 
RCA jack outer conductor so it will connect to the chassis ground of the 
transceiver when the shielded cable is connected between box and 
transceiver).

Gary, 


I really loved your comments! There are a lot of lessons to be learned 
in doing indoor antennas. We are building a new 2 story home in those 


anti-antenna (actually tower, as I've seen several variations of antennas) 
developments. I ran conduits using non-metallic electrical pvd conduit, 
to outlet boxes during construction. In the shack (den), I put a junction 
box in the wall 12" by 14" with (3) one inch and (1) 3/4 inch conduit. 
These lead to the attic. I also ran 2 inch conduit from basement to 

the attic. I have a run of 3/4 inch going from attic to rear of home at 
ground level. There are boxes in every room. The first floor has 
conduits going to the basement. This will give me flexibility. 

I will try a 40 meter dipole in the attic. I have about 40 feet across the 
length of the house. I was thinking of a loop maybe. That is where I 
need some advice. I am definitely going to have a 30 meter antenna 

and a 20 meter antenna. They will be dipoles. Maybe one for 15 meters. 

I will put VHF and UHF antennas up too. 

Outside, my stealth antenna may be a random wire or hidden verticle. 

I have some height as the house has a walk out basement in the rear. 

All I need to do is put up a purple martin bird house on top of a 20 foot 
mast! 

By the way, I will be glad for my Autek when the time comes to trim them!

No the screws go on the outside and the nuts on the inside. It's just really 
really tight. 30 khz is about right for the band spread when using the stock 
cap that sets the tuning range. I fiddled around with swapping this cap for 
some larger ones but did not find the instability that it created was worth 
the hassle. 

I would be curious to know how much power you are getting out before the 
transmitter starts motor boating (putting or thumping). You should adjust the 
power out so that it just gets to the point where it will not break down and 
oscillate and call it good there. If you are getting about 1.5-2 watts out, 
that is great. I keep mine at 1 watt and it works good. The SW 30 only puts 
puts out about 700 mils and that is fine too. Dave Benson makes a "hot rod" 
kit for the SW series radios that I belive are about 5 bux and are supposed 
to increase the power out to about 3 watts but you must heat sink the final 
transistor. 

As far as the screws go, if you are careful about how you out them in they 
will fit!

"Honey - I Shrunk the Rig" 
by Bob Gobrick WA6ERB 


No this is not an article about Kenwood shrinking their new TS-50 HF rig into a 
"CB" sized package, but the "shrinking" of the low power level on the TS-50 
from 10 watts to 5 watts output in order to "officially" comply with the 
nationally recognized QRP power level for contest operation. 


Prepare yourself before you remove any covers from the TS-50 - this is no 
Hallicrafters (feel a little dated) with 6L6's glowing in the inside. A1l 
components are surface mounted and to conserve space surface mounted 
subassemblies stand up at right angles all over the place. No place to work 
with that stubby tipped Weller soldering gun. But have no fear, this QRP mod 
is simple - you just need a screwdriver with a blade the size of a toothpick. 


If you check the schematics you will see on the TX/RX board two potentiometers 
to set the Low 10 watt (pot VR15) and Medium 50 watt (pot VR16) power levels. 
The high power level is fixed at 100 watts by resistor R214. Our goal is to 
get to VR15 and set it for a 5 watt output. 


First remove the top cover, set aside speaker and remove the latched speaker 
bracket (gives you better operating room). Locate two teeny-weeny pots next to 
IF filter module in the middle of the TX/RX board. The pot closest to the 
front panel is VR15 (low power adjust) and the one closest to the back of the 
rig is VR16 (medium power adjust) - the pots are somewhat marked on the PC 
board. Hook up a QRP wattmeter, dummy load and power and while in the low 
power mode adjust the pot (I used a flat blade calibration tool I had around) 
for 5 watts. That's it. You may notice that you can crank the pot all the way 
down to © watts so set where you want. I suspect the medium power adjustment 
with VR16 can also go to zero so maybe you can go QRPp by setting the low power 


pot for 999 mw and the medium power pot for 5 watt. 


PS: Kenwood Service cautioned that their automatic antenna tuner requires 10 
watts to actuate so this adjustment may affect that operation. You may want to 
check if Kenwood actuates the low power mode when the antenna Tune button is 
pressed. Also don't expect to run this rig off of a small solar cell for field 
day - the unit and all of it's surface mounted components draws a bit of power 
- enough for the internal fan to come on even in the QRP low power mode.
